CHICAGO, May 3.—‘Scarface 
Al” Capone will be taken to the 
Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Ga., to serve his ll-year sentence 
for violating the income tax laws. 

It was learned at the Federal 
Building that in a last-minute 
switch of plans, the decision had 
been reached to start the. burly 
gangster for the Southern prison 
during the night. Previous ar- 
rangements had been made _ to 
take him with a batch of other 
Federal prisoners to the peniten- 
tiary at Leavenworth, Kan. 

Capone’s imprisonment at At- 
lanta will spread the members of 
his big liquor-gambling-vice syndi- 
cate throughout the country. Ralph 
Capone, older brother of the scar- 
faced leader, is in the Federal 
prison at MecNeil’s Island, Wash., 
while the Leavenworth penitentiary 
is now housing Jack and Sam Gu- 
zik. Terry Druggan and Frankie 
Lake. 

Capone, convicted of evading in- 
come taxes, was sentenced to ten 
years in Federal prison and one 


year in the Cook County (Chicago) 


jail. He fought the case to the 
last ditch, losing an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court yes- 
terday. 

“It’s not fair,” Capone is  re- 
poried to have said in-his county 
jai] cell when news of the Supreme 
Court’s action was received. ‘I'm 
the victim of public clamor. My 
sentence should have been two and 
one-half years, but just because I 
went to a few baseball games they 
made it 11 years. I’m still willing 
to fight it if my lawyers are with 
me.” 

The short sentence Capone re- 
ferred to was reported to have 
been recommended by Federal 
prosecutors in consideration of Ca- 
pone’s plea of guilty, which he 
subsequently withdrew when Judge 
James H. Wilkerson declined to be 
bound by any agreement.

She Says All Will Come

MIAMI, Fla., May 3.—Capt. W. 
N. Lancaster, Englfsh flyer, was 
arrested yesterday, charged with 
first degree murder in the shooting 
of Haden Clark, writer-fiance of 
Mrs. Jessie Keith-Miller, Australian 
aviatrix. He is being held in jail on 
a warrant sworn to by State’s At- 


torney N. Vernon Hawthorne who 
went before the Dade County 


grand jury today to ask for an in- 
dictment. 

Hawthorne has exonerated Mrs. 
Keith-Miller, in whose home the 
two men were guests at the time of 
the shooting, April 21, and expects 
to use her as a grand jury witness. 

Hawthorne said Lancaster admit- 
ted, in the face of statements by a 
handwriting expert, that he wrote 
the two notes, purported to have 
been written, by Clark and ad- 
dressed to himself and Mrs. Keith- 
Miller, but denied killing Clark. 
Lancaster, Hawthorne said, de- 
clares that he wrote the notes to 
remove suspicion from Mrs, Keith- 
MiNer and himself. 

Circumstances of Shooting. 

When Clarke was shot, he was | 
collaborating with Mrs, Keith- Mil-| 
ler in writing her life story for pub- 
lication. During this work their ro- 
mance began. On their decision to 
marry, each wrote to Lancaster, 
then in St. Louis. Lancaster, after 
telegraphing congratulations and 
asking them to postpone their mar- 
riage until he arrived to be best 
man, flew here, arriving April 20. 

Clark was found shot to death 
early the next day. Immediately 
afterward, Lancaster said #she and 
Clark had talked in their room at 
Mrs. Keith-Miller’s home for some 
time before they went to bed, and 
that later he was awakened by. an 
explosion. He said he saw Clark, 
wounded in the right temple, Jying 
unconscious ihn bed. Clark died 
eight hours later. 

Lancaster and Mrs. Keith-Miller 
were held three days while police 
made their first inquiry. The fly- 
ers have been partners since a 
flight from England to Australia 
in 1927. Mrs. Keith-Miller told 
State’s Attorney Hawthorne that 
low finances caused her to ask 
Clark’s aid in writing ‘her-auto- 
biography. Since the shooting she 
has affirmed her love for Clarl® 

Prisoners held in Florida for first 
degree murder may be admitted to 
bail at the discretion of the court, 
especially where the presumption 
of guilt ig not great. Lancaster re- 
mained in the jail today. 

Statement by Lancaster. 

From his cell, Lancaster issued 
the following statement: 

‘It came as a great shock to me, 
the fact that a technical charge of 
murder has been made against me. 
I am absolutely innocent and I 
know the outcome will prove this. 

“T have been treated with the ut- 
most fairness by Mr. Hawthorne, 
but there is a certain amount of 
circumstantial evidence against me. 

“At the right and proper time ex- 
planation will be made covering 
this circumstantial evidence. I vol- 
untarily gave Mr. Hawthorne an ex- 
act account of the notés and he 
is in possession of all facts. 

“Mrs. Miller is a devoted friend, 
and she at the right and proper 
time will tell the truth about the 
death of Haden Clark, so far as 
she knows it.” 

Mrs. Keith-Miller said: 

“I am absolutely confident every- 
thing will come out all right. I 
know the truth will be learned and 
that Capt. Lancaster will be cleared. 
He is innocent and I know it. My 
faith in him remains unshaken. It 
never has wavered in the past, or 
now, and it never will.”

The committee today approved 
the increase from 2 cents to 9 in 
first class postal rates. Postmas- 
ter-General Brown has estimated 
the 1-cent increase -would yield 
about $134,000,000. 

The committee also voted to in- 
crease the rates on second-class 
postage to the high 1921 schedule. 
An increase of $5,000,000 annually 
is expected from the boost in the 
second-class rates applying to 
newspapers. 

The existing second-class postal 
rates are: First and second zones, 
1%4 cents; third.

The 1921 second-class ~ rates 
were: Reading portion of news- 
papers, flat rate of 1% cents a 
pound, and on the advertising 


portions, a graduated rate as fol- 
fows: First and second zones, 2 
cents a pound: third zone 3 cents; 
forth zone, 5 cents; fifth zone, 6 
cents, seventh zone, 9 cents, and 
8th zone 10 cents. 

The committee

PENSION BILL WINS 
IN HOUSE: 5-YEAR 
00,000,000 


Measure to Aid Widows and 
Orphans of World War 
Veterans Approved by 
316-16 Vote. « 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—A pen- 
sion bill for widows and orphans of 
World War veterans, expected to 
cost more than $100,000,000 within 
five years, was passed yesterday by 
the House. 

It was sent to the Senate by an 
overwhelming vote of 316 to 16. At 
present only dependents of soldiers 
who died as a direct result of the 
war receive compensation. 

Before passage a section provid- 

ing pensions for aged dependent 
mothers and fathers of veterans 
whose deaths were not attributable 
to the war, was eliminated. 
The measure is opposed by the 
administration and in its original 
form was estimated by Brigadier- 
General Frank T. Hines, Veterans’ 
Bureau administrator, to cost $15,- 
260,000 the first year and $161,- 
134,000 within five years. 

It was brought up under strict 
rules of procedure. Speaker Gar- 
ner recognized Chairman Rankin 
of the World War Veterans’ Com- 
mittee for a motion to suspend the 
rules arid pass the bill. It required 
a two-thirds vote for approval but 
the opposition was insignificant. 
Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, esti- 
mated the cost, with the aged de- 
pendent parents’ provision elimi- 
nated, at $10,000,000 for the finst 
year and $100,000.000 in a five- 
year period. 

Royal C. Johnson of South Da- 
kota, ranking Republican on the 
Veterans’ Committee, opposed the 
measure, declaring the Democratic 
leadership presented the bill for 
passage in lieu of the Gasque Dill 
to equalize pensions to all depend- 
ents of World War veterans. 

“This bill is gcing to pass; I 
know it,” Johnson, a. World War 
veteran, said. “This House does 
not have the apparatus to defeat a 
bill like this.” 

Rankin said: “We are only do-/} 
ing for the World War Veterans’ 
widows and orphans what this 
country has done for the depend- 
ents of veterans of other wars.” 
The measure providcs a pension 
of $20 a month for a widow whose 
income, excluding her earnings 
from daily labor, does not exceed 
$250 a year; a pension of $26 a 
month for a widow with one child, 
whose income, . exclusive of her 
own earnings, does not exceed 
$400, with $6 additional for each 
child. 

The widow must have been mar- 
ried to the veteran for five years 
or before Jan. 1, 1925, and must 
show need.

A .Federal warrant, charging 
complicity in a conspiracy to man- 
ufacture and circdlate counterfeit 
$10 Federal Reserve Bank notes, 
was issued today against 15 per- 
sons, 12 of whom were arrested 
last week-end in St. Louis and Sev- 
enty-Six, Mo. 

Three of the 15 are still at large. 


One of them, alleged to be the 
leader of the counterfeiting ring, 
was in St. Louis yesterday, Secret 
Service agents learned, but he 
eluded traps set for him by police 
and Government agents.

JEFFERSON C#fY, May 3.— 
Charles M. Hay, candidate for the 


Democratic nomination for the 
United States Senate, denounced ex- 
cessive campaign expenditures by 
candidates in a speech clearly di- 
rected at his opponent, Charles M. 
Howell, here today. 

Hay spoke at a luncheon at the 
Missouri Hotel, attended by groups 
of his supporters from every Con- 
gressional district in the State. He 
filed his formal declaration of can- 
didacy in the office of the Secretary 
of State a few minutes before the 
luncheon, 

Hay said his expenditures would 
be held within the legal limit of 
about $15,000 and insisted that the 
voters should insist that all other 
candidates comply strictly with the 
law limiting expenditures, 


Extensive Howell Campaign. 
Howell has been conducting an 
extensive advertising campaign in 
newspapers and has been carrying 
on a campaign by mail. 

“I could not if I would, and 
would not if I could, buy my way 
into the United States Senate,” Hay 
said. “The candidate who flies a 
flag bearing the dollar sign will, if 
elected, turn up as a Senator who 
wears the collar of aggregated 
wealth. 

“Much as I would like ta do 
something for them in return for 
their generous and invaluable sup- 
port of me, I cannot run paid ad- 
vertising in the newspapers. 

“I shall not be able to send even 
one letter bearing a 2-cent stamp 
to every voter in the State. No 
man can flood the mails, week 
after week, with letters addressed 
to every voter; indeed, no man can 
send one letter to every voter in the 
State without exceeding the limit 
of expenses fixed by law and ren- 
dering himself unfit to hold the of- 
fice, if elected. 

“I Observed the law governing 
campaign expenses in both letter 
and spirit in 1928 and I shall do 
so in 1932. The people should in- 
sist that every other candidate do 
likewise. 

Voters and Lanterns. 

“The big question for answer in 
the coming election is: Shall man 
or mammon rule? In the prima- 


ries and in the general election, 
voters should enter the polling 
place in the spirit of the old phi- 
logopher, with lanterns in their 
hands, looking for the names which 
bear the dollar label and also-for 
the names of true and tried friends 
of the masses of the people. They 
will know what to do. 

“In presenting my record and 
my views to the people, I must de- 
pend upon my efforts aided only 
by the voluntary work of my 
friends in the various (counties. [ 
have, and shall have, no paid work- 
ers and propagandists going 
through the State boosting my can- 
didacy.” 

Hay did not mention his oppo- 
nent by name, or the Pendergast 
organization of Kansas City.

River in the period of Apache 
raids on white settlers and when 
Government cavalry detachments 
fought the Indians on their own 
ground. 
A former soldier, he gained the 
friendShip of the Indians by peace- 
ful methods.

*“‘Be-Tunni-Ki-Yea,” or high fore- 
head. Later he became a publisher 
and Mayor of Tombstone, Ariz. 
Clum won renown for formation

What the Generals and their 
regiments were unable to do, Clum 
accomplished without ‘bloodshed.

Five hundred hostile Apaches 
surrounded the agency, and Clum’: 
100 men, Clum and Geronimo met 
in a room. Clum took the Indian’s 
weapons.. -Geronimo drew a. con- 
cealed knife, but an Indian snatched 
it away. Then Clum led, the chief

Property Holders Demand 
$98,896 for Strip at 
Chain of Rocks Appraised 
at $21,065. 


Condemnation commissioners are 
endeavoring to reconcile the city’s 
damage appraisal for a strip of 
hillside ground at Chain of Rocks 
with prices sought by property 
owners, which are five times the 
city’s figure. The strip, about 950 
feet long and of an average width 
of 156 feet, is needed for the last 
link in State highway No. 77. 

Owners of the site asked 
for $98,896 damages, compared 
with an appraisal of $21,065 by the 


city. In addition, the city has ap- 
praised two small holdings, whose 
owners have not made claims, at 
$3300. : 


An observation of the ground wa | 


made by the commissioners today. 
It extends from Riverview drive, 
near the approach of Chain of 
Rocks bridge, up a steep slope to 
the adjacent city limits. It is irreg- 
ular in shape and at an angle to 
Riverview drive. ., 

William L. Protzmann, real estate | 
dealer and member of the old City 
Council, is the principal owner in- 
volved. He has a six-acre lot, 
fronting 313 feet on Riverview 
drive, with his home on the sum- 
mit Only about 20 feet of his front- 
age will be taken, but the right-of- 
way will cut diagonally across the 
hillside some distance below the 
house. , The city calculates that 
about 60,000 square feet will be 
condemned, or about an acre and 
a half, but Protzmann claims a 
loss of two acres, 

$46,300 Apart. 

The city has appraised the dam- 
ages at $5700. This amounts to 9% 
cents a square foot for 60,000 
square feet. -Protzmann has asked 
the commissioners to allow him 
$26,083 aetual damages and an 
equal amount of consequential dam- 
ages to the rest of the lot, a total 
of $52,166. If his figure on the 


60 cents a seuare foot, but if the 
city’s calculation is right his price 
is 87 cents a square foot. 

Protzmann values his entire lot 
at $78,250, or $250 a front foot. He 
asserts that the worth of what will 
remain after the road is opened 
will be cut one-half, and bases ths 
request for consequential damages 
on this., The yalue of the place 
lies in its desirability for a singte 
home site, he asserts. Associate 
City Counselor McKittrick, in 
charge of the case, concedes this, 
but insists the roadway would cross 
a comparatively useless part of the 
lot, without spoiling the view across 
the Mississippi from the house. 

An adjacent small lot, fronting 
60. feet on Riverview drive, also is 
owned by Protzmann, It will be 
taken entirely. Protzmann wants 
$3000 for it, or $50 a front foot and 
40 cents a square foot. The city 
appraises it at $2100, or $35 a front 
foot and 27 cents a square foot. 

Valuations Vary Widely. 

Sidney Schantz owns a large lot 

north of Protzgmann’s. The city 


Schantz 
wants $1 a square foot, or $14,200.

publication, made the direct accu- 
sation “editorially. 
Says “Ex-Cyclops” Backs Wilson. 
Dearmont, denying it last night, 
said.that Wilson had in his cam- 
paign organization, and was send- 
ing over the State for the purpose 
of organizing support in his  be- 
half, the former grand cyclops o 


| the klan in Missouri. 


“T am not now nor ever have 
been a member of the klan,” Dear- 
mont said, “and there was not even 
such an organization in Cape Gir- 
ardeau, where TI live. 

‘IT do not know whether there 
are former klansmen supporting 
the, but my opponent should not 
raise such an issue when he has 
a gentleman generally accredited 
with having been the grand cyclops 
of the klan in Missouri as a mem- 
ber of his campaign organization 
and busy traveling over the State 
in his behalf.” 

Until raised in this campaign by 
the Wilson supporters, the klan is- 
sue had been dead in Missouri 
since the - campaign of 1924, when 
it was successfully used by the Re- 
publicans to defeat the late Dr. 
Arthur Nelson, Democratic’ nomi- 
nee for Governor. Klan activities 
ended in Missouri with that cam- 
paign. 

Dearmont Blocked Klan. 

At the time it was flourishing in: 
1922 to 1924, it was general knowl- 
edge that Dearmont was not only 
not a member of the klan, but 
that it was due to his efforts that 
an attempt to organize the klan in 
Cape Girardeau failed. Dearmont 
was approached by a committee 
with a request that he join in a 
meeting for a local klan organiza- 
tion. He refused and immediately 
communicated with a number of 
others who were on the commit- 
tee’s list with the result that they 
refused and the organization plans 
were abandoned. 

The question of Dearmont and 
the klan was discussed in a letter 
written several weeks ago by the 
Rev. Father John J. McWilliams of 
St. Vincent’s College in Cape Gir- 
ardeau, to the Rev. Father Ed- 
ward Ryan of St. Matthews’ Parish 
in St. Louis in response to a letter 
from Father Ryan.

HAD 100 MUCH WHISKY 


Civic Leader of Mount Carmel, 
lll., Pleads Guilty in 
U. S. Court. 


Charles A. Martin, druggist and 
former Mayor of Mount Carmel, 
Ill., was fined $100 yesterday, when 
he pleaded guilty in Federal Court 
at East St. Louis of possessing five 
pints of whisky in excess of the 
quantity allowed by his permit. 
Martin is active in business and 
civic organizations in Mount Car- 
mel, 

He told Judge Wham he felt he 
| was only technically guilty in hav- 
ing the extra amount of liquor on 
hand which he was keeping only 
for his “personal use.” 

In fining him, Judge Wham said 
a druggist with a permit should 
know its conditions and subjects 
himself to suspicion when he keeps 
liquor in excess of the amount pro- 
vided, 

Among others who pleaded guilty 
of liquor violations was John: Ja- 
vorick, disabled coal miner of John- 
ston City, Ill, father of three small 
children. A four-time, offender, 
he was fined $300, sentenced to 
j seven months in jail and placed on 
probation for five years after the 
jail sentence has been served.

Concerning Drama Selection. 

The awards, as provided in the 
will of Joseph Pulitzer, founder of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World, were made by 
the Columbia trustees on recom- 
mendation of the advisory board of 
the School of Journalism. In ex- 
plaining the awards, the trustees 
say of the drama award: 

“This award may seem unusual, 
but the play is unusual. Not only 
is it coherent and well knit enough 
to class as a play, aside from the 
music, but it is a biting and true 
satire on American politics and the 
public attitude toward them. Its 
effect on the stage promises to be 
very considerable, because musical 
plays are always popular, and by 
injecting genuine satire and point 
into.them avery large public is 
reached. The spirit and style of 
the play are topical and popular, 
but of course the work is all the 
more spontaneous for that, and has 
a freshness and vitality which are 
both unusual and admirable. The 
play is genuine,‘and it is felt the 
prize could not serve a better pur- 
pose than to recognize such work.”

Of the correspondence awards, 
the trustees say: “Mr. Duranty’s 
dispatches show profound and inti- 
mate comprehension of conditions 
in Russia and of the causes of those 
conditions.

Negro’s Salvation Lies in Developing a 
Civilization of His Own. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR issue of April 26 carried an ar- 

ticle on the problem of the “white- 
collar” Negro. In this article, T. Arnold 
Hill of New York, secretary of the :Na- 
tional Urban League, when questioned 
about the effort to colonize Liberia by 
American Negroes, is’ reported to have 
said: “I do not believe the movement 
will ever gain much force. The Negro 
is traditionally a part of this country.” 

- Compare this attitude with that of the 
Pilgrim Fathers, who braved the perils 
of a long and hazardous sea voyage and 
of a primitive wilderness in order‘to es- 
cape the onerous conditions imposed by 
a country of which they were “tradition- 
ally a part” more so than the Negro is 


Does not the statement of T. Arnold 
Hill imply that the Negro would rather 
live in'a white man’s environment, en- 
during the disadvantages of social. and 


effort necessary to colonize a land of his 
own? Here seems to be an _ inherent 
weakness in his race. In other words, he 
realizes that he can thrive better under 
the white man’s environment than under 
one of his own making. Such being the 
case, the Negro’s progress is insecure and 
superficial; more apparent than real. 

The true measure of his progress is not 
the advancement made under the white 
man’s civilization, but rather the intrinsic 
improvement that comes from the severe 
task of making over a primeval environ- 
ment. The white man’s culture is but a 
crutch upon which the Negro in the 
United States has been leaning all too 
heavily for his own good. Until ghe Ne- 
gro has had his own voyage of the May- 
flower, so to speak; until he has felled 
the forest, broken the prairie, subdued 
primitive nature under hig own initia- 
tiye, and built.a strong and virile nation 
ungided sand» alone, it iepremature-and 
ill advised to call this veneer of 60 years’ 
standing a true measure of progress. 
Without true progress, biologically per- 
manent, what is there to hope for? 

In the long run, the kindest thing that 
could be done for the Negro would be to 
help him into a location where he could 
make his own environment, develop his 
own racial culture, carry on the struggle’ 
for existence alone and on his own initia- 
tive, and undergo the normal processes 
of evolution and adjustment to environ- 
ment that a selective process entails.

PAWHUSKA, Ok., May 3.—C. E. 
Ashbrook, former cashier of the 
First National Bank of Fairfax, Ok.,

50 PROPERTY OWNERS PROTEST 
AGAINST NEW CABANNE PAVING 


They Say Present Roadway Is in 
Good Condition; Think City 
Should Pay Cost. 

Fifty property owners from Cab- 
anne avenue appeared before the 
Board of Public Service today to 
protest against the special tax for 
the proposed paving of Cabanne, 
between Union boulevard and Clara 
avenue. 

Lambert Walther, an attorney, 
acted as spokesman, stating that 
the present roadway was laid in 
1921 at the expense of property 
owners, who are well satisfied with 
the condition of the street. He sug- 
gested that, if the Street Depart- 
ment wanted to make a general 
thoroughfare of the street, the city 
should pay for the paving. Wal- 
ther said the general economic 
condition makes it advisable to 
postpone the paving.

People drive 
fast enough out there now.” It 
was stated that all but one prop- 
erty owner had signed the protest 
petition. The missing signature is 
that of a man who was too ill to be 
seen by the committee.

Brooks said the city had spent 
more than $1000 a year to keep the 
street in repair. The cost of pav- 
ing the street with asphalt or com- 
position material has been esti- 
mated at $45,800 to $49,500.

T the moment, Josef von Stern- 
Aver. despite his fights with his 

employers, is riding the crest of 
the troubled Hollywood sea. First 
to his credit is the fact that he 
lured Miss Marlene Dietrich to the 
capital of the motion picture 
world. Secondly, he has directed 
this breath-taking German blonde 
in three pictures which won a de- 
gree of critical approval and also 
earned considerable money. The 
officials of the Paramount-Famous- 
Lasky Co., who long and jealously 
observed that Miss Greta Garbo 
brought a flow of gold to _ their 
rivals, the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
people, exuded good-will toward 
Mr. von Sternberg until the recent 
row. 
Miss Dietrich, of course, is really 
only an incident in Von Sternberg’s 
success, It really began, after the 
conventional vicissitudes, with an 
idea for a surgical scene borrowed 
from another artist, one Rembrandt 
Van Rijn. In 1924, very obscure 
and ill-paid, he was an assistant to 
H. William Neil, a director at the 
old F. B. O. studios. 
Von Sternberg’s duties were the 
usual ones of an assistant direc- 
tor: chiefly saying ‘“‘Yes."" He had 
little to do with the picture until, 
at the very end, Neil was incapaci- 
tated. The last scene had been 
planned. The actors were ready, 
and so the assistant was permitted 
to finish ‘“‘Vanity’s Price.” In due 
time the completed film was being 
run off in a company projection 
room for a group of executives who 
watched listlessly until the end of 
the last reel. Then they sat up. 
They saw the glare of an operating 
amphitheater, the cluster of lights 
above an inert figure on the oper- 
ating table. Next the camera had 
been switched to the high rows of 
benches against the wall. It had 
picked out, one by one, the faces 
of doctors and internes watching 
the operation by which the woman 
of the story was seeking to retain 
her youth. Von Sternberg had in- 
structed one of his actors to show 
disgust. Another had been told to 
lean over toward the man next to 
him and leer, as though some ob- 
scene remark had passed between 
them. A third looked amused. 
Those closing shots were remem- 
bered after ‘“‘Vanity’s Price,” other. 
wise a thoroughly tawdry produc- 
tion, had been forgotten. A mild 
degree of recognition came to Von 
Sternberg as word circulated that 
he had been responsible for the di- 
rection.

ON STERNBERG’S reputation 
\V:: based, in part, on his ability 

to create effects by indirection. 
Sometimes he is very successful. In 
one of his pictures a character is 
deserted by his fiancee at a dinner 
party being given in her honor. 
Many a director would have called 
for the glycerin tears and written 
in a long speech for the heart- 
broken man. Instead, Von Stern- 
berg portrays the victim as mak- 
ing a gallant effort to reassure his 
guests. The tension of the situa- 
tion is inditated by the embarrass- 
ment of the guests, who talk to 
each in nonsequiturs. Von Stern- 
berg makes Other uses, also, of in- 
direction. He can convey sensuality 
in a manner which baffles the cen- 
sors; they cannot put their finger 
on it. A recent example of this is 
the costume worn by Miss Dietrich 
in “The Blue Angel,” in which Von 
Sternberg found a new way to 
make garters interesting. _— 

He had no intention of permit- 
ting the applause which followed 
“Vanity’s Price” to die away. With- 
in a few days he had inserted an 
advertisement in one of the trade 
papers, a rather grandiose notice to 
the effect that Von Sternberg yas 
now directing a picture of his own. 
With George K. Arthur, later 
known as a screen comedian, he 
had taken a camera and two or 
three extra people down to San 
Pedro, south of Los Angeles. It 
seems that Arthur, impressed by 
his ability, had gone to Von Stern- 
berg to say that he had a story

called “Just Plain Bugs” from 
which they could make an excel- 
lent picture. 

He also had some money. 

Von Sternberg was not enthusi- 
astic over the artistic possibilities 
in “Just Plain Bugs,” but he was 
interested in the fact that, with Ar- 
thur’s help, about $5000 could, be 
raised, He said that he would sub- 
stitute a story of his own. So, for 
a week or two, extraordinary shots 
were made against the bulk of a 
dredge in San Pedro ‘‘ay. The 
jaws of the scoop, used to dig mud 
from the channel, offered angles 
and “machinery ,shots” that were 
to make German producers gut- 
tural with jealousy. The story Von 
Sternberg had written was rather 


‘incoherent, somber and confused. 


Outstanding, however, was the sup- 
pressed excitement which infused 
the faces of his nondescript actors. 
They became real people, experi- 
encing real emotion; not the cal- 
cimined pretty-pretties of Holly- 
wood. The picture was called “‘The

Conviction that he had created 
a masterpiece very nearly wrecked 
Von Sternberg’s well laid plans. “It 
started as a promotion idea for 
myself,” he confesses, “but it be- 
came a cause. We grew very in- 
tense. I became ill with neuritis. 
Then, at the preview, the audienee 
laughed for an hour. My neuritis 
left me.” Again, everything be- 
came simple. He began to exploit 
“The Salvation Hunters.” He had 
been laughed at, but he would be- 
come famous. With Arthur, he con- 
trived to have the pictufe shown 
to Charlie Chaplin and a few days 
later the two men received a tele- 
phone call from Douglas Fair- 
banks asking them to call at the 
United Artists Studio. Hollywood's 
King, such being the Fairbanks 
gag, said Charlie Chaplin had been 
wildly enthusiastic over their pic- 
ture. . 

Fairbanks offered to buy a share 
in the picture for $20,000. All Hol- 
lywood rushed to see “The Salva- 
tion Hunters’ and most of it was 
frightfully bored. The picture was 
art, however. Chaplin had said so. 
Von Sternberg was famous and for 
days remained in seclusion. He 
would not see even the agents 
bearing contracts. 

Innumerable legends began to 
circulate about him, some of 
which he encouraged. An ex- 
pert in’ Teutonic genealogy might 
view the “von” with suspicion, but 
he denounces the rumor that his 
real name is Joe Stern and that he 
was borh in Brooklyn. The facts 
about him seem commonplace 
enough. He is 37 years old, small 
and rather slight. His hair, which 
he wears longish, is dark brown 
and so is his mustache. His eyes 
are blue, His manner of contract- 
ing his eyebrows seems to give him 
a faintly sinister air, a fancy which 
becomes absurd as he rattles on 
about his career and aspirations. 
If he once wore red or black shirts 
to attract attention to himself, as 
Hollywood accuses, the day has 
passed. His clothes are conven- 
tional enough and the fact of his 
carrying a cane, which causes his 
associates to gabble, quite escapes 
the attention of the outsider. For 
reasons not at all clear, the mo- 
tion-picture people never carry 
canes.

NLY in the light of artistic 
() srustrations assuming that he 

has suffered them, does Von 
Sternberg’s career seem to have 
been so difficult. He was born in 
Vienna and came to this country 
when he was 7 years old. He had 
a& spasmodic schooling, partly at 
the Jamaica High School on Long 
Island. His connection with the 
motion picture industry began 17 
years ago, when, having left home, 
he started work in the old World 
Film Co. at Fort Lee. There he 
learned all the technicalities, such 
as developing and printing films, 
patching them, repairing cameras. 

Von Sternberg’s first real prob- 
lem arose in 1918, when he was 
assigned to the War College to 
make films which would instruct 
Ameftfican soldiers in the art of war. 
Officers at the cantonments had 
been complaining that they could 
order the doughboys to attend 
showings of these educational 
pictures, but they could not 
command them te stay awake. 
Von Sternberg, wholly unin- 
hibited .by censorship for once, 
began a lesson on the bayonet with 
afew feet showing what knife 
wounds looked like. Enthusiastic 
reports reached the War College; 
the men had stayed awake, not 
only during the show, but most of 
the night as well. 

The years just after the war were 
somewhat unsettled, including a 
year or so of vagabondage in Eu- 
rope. In 1924 he took a day coach 
for Hollywood and so began the 
super epic we already know: “Van- 
ity’s Price,” “The Salvation Hunt- 
ers’ and fame. The path to glory 
should have been smooth, but an 
obstacle in the shape of tempera- 
ment remained. Von Sternberg 
was engaged to direct a film for 


Mary Pickford, and withdrew in a 
huff because of delays. He was 
hired by Metro-Goldwyn, became 
disgusted with the picture he was 
assigned to make, and the contract 
was dissolved.

HE rest is climax. He was 
T discourased and unhappy; bad- 

ly in need of a job. Then, by 
three days and nights of retakes 
and furious activity, he was able 
to salvage a film on which Para- 
mount had spent $600,000 and 
which had been condemned as 
worthless. Soon after came _ the 
chance to direct “Underworld,” 
which made vast sums. He was 
shortly directing Jannings in ‘‘The 
Last Command.” He produced 
other films: “The Docks of New 
York,” “The Case of Lena Smith,” 
and “Thunderbolt.” All of them 
had what Hollywood calls “B. O.;” 
Box Office Appeal. At the same 
time, the critics liked them. His 
employers became pathetically 
grateful, and “Directed by Josef 
von Sternberg’”’ appeared regularly 
in the companys advertising. 

Last year he was invited by Ufa, 
the German company, to. direct a 
talking picture for Jannings, who 
had been permitted to return to 
Berlin by the Hollywood magnates. 
He found an adequate story, ‘‘The 
Blue Angel,” but no feminine star 
competent to play the part of the 
girl whose charms had illumined 
an obscure cabaret. One night he 
dropped into a Berlin theater. It 
was just at curtain time. Von 
Sternberg was studying the pro- 
gram when he heard a woman on 
the stage say, in English, some- 
thing like “Hurrah for the three 
heroes.” This was the only En- 
glish line in the play; he was as- 
tonished that a Germanyactress 
could pronounce the word “three”’ 
so perfectly. Next day he an- 
nounced that Miss Marlene Dietrich 
would support Jannings in “The 
Blue Angel” and was told by Ufa 
officials that this was impossible; 
Miss Dietrich was beautiful, but 
stupid. 

“I hear you are stupid,” he said 
when, nevertheless, she called to be 
told about the part, Miss Dietrich 
smiled. No, she was not stupid. 

A print of “The Blue Angel” ul- 
timately reached Hollywood, with 
the result that Miss Dietrich soon 
followed. She became, for the mo- 
ment, Von Sternberge’s new cause. 


‘Her discoverer expresses resent- 
ment, and this in the face of cer- 
tain unmistakable poses ‘in “Mor- 
occo,” at the stories that’ she is 
like Garbo. “She has everything,” 
he insists, ‘I am planning her pic- 
tures to show her various phases.” 

Von Sternberg is a genius in 
the use of the camera. He 
knows more about lighting, prob- 
ably, than anyone else in the 
industry. The fault to be found 
with certain of his pictures is that 
they are so much more beautiful 
than their content deserves. He is 
far more influenced, I suspect, by 
the Hollywood aura than he ad- 
mits. The best of his pictures 
may approach greatness, as “‘The 
Last Command” certainly did. His 
worst are pretty bad, but they 
have occasional inspired flashes, 
F’e will consent to snoot tradition- 
al, hackneyed endings. His chary- 
acters are sometimes preposterous- 
ly unreal. At the same time there 
is inevitably something which one 
remembers: the way some woman 
moved, the way some man made 
love. .

NE of Von Sternberg’s difficul- 
Ot: lies in his conviction, which 

he denies, that the story is un- 
important. He gives the impression, 
as the script is being prepared, that 
nothing interests him more. He 
interferes with the writers so 
much that scenarists avoid work- 
ing with him when they can. 
When production starts he forgets 
all this. He will discard vita] plot 
essentials for some camera shot. 
He will drift along, perfectly con- 
tented, with a series of situations. 
The resulting. picture may be inter- 
esting, even moving. It requires 
careful examination to discover 
that it has everything except a 
story. 

After all, “The Salvation Hunt- 
ers’’ had no story. Von Sternberg 
never fergets that experience on 
the mud flats off San Pedro. De- 
fiantly, he insists that no one else 
shall. Each year there is published 
a large volume, the Film Year, 
Book, in which actors, producers, 
directors, and writers insert adver- 
tisements calling attention to their 
most distinguished work. The last 
issue had a full page bearing the 
concise legend: “Joseh von Stern- 
berg, Director of ‘The Salvation 
Hunters,’ ””
